Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 18-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As argued by Applicants' in the Remarks, filed on July 23, 2008, prior art does 
not teach "... each of a plurality of display apparatuses at a lower resolution when 
the predetermined number of display apparatuses is more than one display 
apparatus, the lower resolution being lower than the original resolution ... at least 
one further layer of the plurality of layers is provided to a display apparatus other 
than the first display apparatus of the plurality of display apparatuses" (in claim 
1). 

"... each of a plurality of display apparatuses at a lower resolution when 
the predetermined number of display apparatuses is more than one display 
apparatus, the lower resolution being lower than the original resolution ... a 
further portion of the at least one layer of the plurality of layers is provided to a 
display apparatus other than the first display apparatus of the plurality of display 
apparatuses" (in claim 20), 

"... each of a plurality of display apparatuses at a lower resolution when 
the predetermined number of display apparatuses is more than one display 
apparatus, the lower resolution being lower than the original resolution ... a 
portion of the at least one further layer of the plurality of layers is provided to a

display apparatus other than the first display apparatus of the plurality of display 
apparatuses" (in claim 21), in combination witli otiier limitations.
